The Congress had 
restored to the Sultan two-thirds of his 
possessions, the—population: being among 
‘the wealth and intelligence of his subjects. 

Tt was said that when the Congresh talked 
of.eatablishing the Balkan frontier of what 
may bo called, New Turkey, they wore 
establishing-amindefensible frontier, but 
it was upon courage. and fotrepidity that 
impregnability depended, and it would be 
found that, if left to those who defended 
Plevna, that frontier could not be indefen- 
sible, It was said that the pcsition of Sofia 
wan yielded to the imperious demanda of 
one of the Powers, He could assure. their 
Lordships that there ‘was not a shadow of 
truth inthis statement. Moreover,-a pore 
sonage high in authority_had atated that it 
wan quite erroneous to suppose that Sofia 
was a strong strategio position, It had also 
been said that ‘the Congress made a great 
mistake in not securing, Varna for Turkey, 
but those who blame the Congress for com- 
mitting an error in this respect quite forgot 
thot they have allotted to Turkey the bar- 
bor of Galatz, by far the most important iu 
the Black -ea, With regard to Eastern 
Roumelia, it was at one time suggested to 
call it South Bulgaria, but it waa feared 
that there might be some intriguing parties 
-who-would_ondeavor-to-bring-abouta-union- 
betwoen the two States, so, possibly, oreat- 
log fresh complications, 

Lord Beaconsfield further stated that the 
opinion above mentioned, that. Sofia was 
not a strong strategical position, was that 
of Mehemet All Pasha, who, however, con- 
sidered the Pasa of Ichtiman, which the 
Congress secured to the Sultan, as vitally 
important. 

ord Bonconsfield’s statement showed 
throughout o strong bias in favor of the 
Turks. Thus, he almost apologized for the 
limitation of the ‘Sultan’s authority in 
Kastern Roumelia. . 

One of the greatest obstaclaa to.an object 
upon whioh the Congress was unanimous, 
namely, the reestablishment of the Sultan 
aso real independent authority, was the. 
snarchical. condition of Bosnia and the 
neighboring countries, ‘The moat compe- 
tent authorities had convinced him’ that it 
would have taken 60,000 of Turkey’s best 
troops to secure any approach to order ia 
Bosnia, Even then the attempt would, 
perhaps, have been unsuccessful, and such 
an effurt must have secured Turkey’s abso- 
lute ruin. He diaclaimed any desire to 
attribute the occupation to the necessity of 
submitting to the wishes of the majority of 
the Congress, Austria undertook occupa- 
tion at the suggestion. of Lord: Salisbury, 
earnestly supported by himself. The object 
in recommending occupation was to protect 
Turkey. The Government had consistently
